Tears, cheers 
when soldier 
surprises folks 
at Madness 

Gymnasium erupts as Campbell 
stuns parents by returning from war

The Anderson County High School 
gym has erupted over big 3-pointers, 
slam dunks and heart-stopping wins 
for decades. 

But none came close to the drama 
that played itself out last Saturday 
night during the annual Cat Madness 
program.

Joseph said. “I’ve seen so many other 
soldiers do it on TV, but this was a 
great opportunity to do it at an event 
... actually in front of a lot of people. 

“It gave others a chance to see what 
it means to have a loved one return 
from overseas, and what it’s like for 
them.” 

“It was an awesome feeling,” 
his father said. “It was just surreal 
because, there he was, back home.” 

Boys’ basketball coach Glen Drury 
and his wife Jennifer hatched the plan 
while she was busy contacting alumni 
to have them send in photos of them 
in uniform for a slide show display 
during Cat Madness. 

Joseph said she contacted him via

connected on the fourth-down 
throw, it would have been the 
final play of their high school 
careers.

After playing much of the 
year with a cast on his right 
arm, Sprague somehow fought 
back. 

Just like the team did Fri¬ 
day night. 

“We beat a quality football 
team,” Anderson coach Mark 
Peach said as his father, Al, 


openly wept nearby.

Carmichael added. “They had 
no weaknesses.” 

Anderson prevailed by 
fighting back twice from 9- 
point deficits. 

The Bearcats committed 
an uncharacteristic three 
turnovers, but gave up just 
three points as a result. Yet, 
when Conner turned the ball 
over three times as well, the 
Bearcats made them pay, scor¬ 
ing every time the Cougars 
coughed it up. 

The Bearcats did it with 
a defense that, after being 
pushed around in the first 
half, gave up just seven points 
and 113 yards after the break.

Competency hearing set for murder suspect

lent use of a credit card. 


Investigators say he used 
NcNeely’s credit card 
after killing her to flee 
Kentucky before being 
captured in Arizona. 


McNeely apparently 
rented a room to Cram 
for about five years. 

McNeely died of a 
brain injury from blunt 
impact, investigators said 
at the time, and may 
have lived from minutes 
to hours following her 
assault. 

“The murder was bru¬ 
tal,” Det. Kevin Calhoon 
of the Kentucky State 
Police said at the time. 

Along with allegedly 
killing McNeely, Cram 
also apparently locked 
up a half dozen of her 
cats in an outbuilding 


with no food or water. 
They were rescued and 
later adopted out by the 
East Shelby ville Animal 
Clinic, where McNeely 
was a longtime customer. 

McNeely was a daugh¬ 
ter of Trooper James 
McNeely, who died in 
April 1972 while on a 
flood rescue mission in 
Franklin County. His 
body was never recov¬ 
ered.

I told the fel¬ 
low I’d do what I 
can to oblige even 
though it was well 
past our normal 
advertising deadline. 

I chalked that conversation 
up as yet another example of 
the unintended consequences 
of what we do here at The 
Anderson News. 

I interact with people each 
week who are affected by what 
appears in this newspaper. 
There’s the usual anger about 
daddy or momma showing up 
in the court docket for a DUI or 
some such offense, and there’s 
the unbridled joy of seeing a 
loved one’s name or image in 
print. 

Then there are those who, 
like the fellow above, become 
slightly overwhelmed by the 
sheer volume of the reaction 
they’ve received from of what 
they’ve asked to be printed 
— both in news and advertising. 

Here are a couple of exam¬ 
ples. 

Earlier this year, the police 
rounded up a bunch of sus¬ 
pected pill pushers and hauled 
them off to jail. Knowing the 
scourge on our community 
that illegal prescription pill use 
has become, I decided to plas¬ 
ter the photos of those caught 
across the top of the front page.

I couldn’t 
have been happier that, thanks 
to some help from the union 
folks at Four Roses, we had 
raised about $1,000 for such a 
great program. 

Just as my arm began to tire 
from patting myself on the 
back, along came the unintend¬ 
ed consequences. 

While on the phone with 
the sheriff, he mentioned that 
he had scheduled a meeting 
with the folks who help select 
children for Shop With a Cop 
because, frankly, all the public¬ 
ity the program received had 
people calling in droves to get 
their children on the list. 

I knew the selection process 
was already difficult enough, 
and I couldn’t help but feel 
that my tiny effort to help had 
increased the burden on those 
with the impossible job of pick¬ 
ing and choosing which chil¬ 
dren would get Christmas gifts 
through the program — and 
which ones wouldn’t. 

Then there’s the story of the 
now defunct Chinese buffet 
near Walmart that went abso¬ 
lutely bananas when its own¬ 
ers ran a full-page ad shortly 
after they opened. 

Against my best advice, the 
ad offered a free buffet — no 
strings attached — for anyone 
using a coupon. We tried sever¬ 
al times to explain to the own¬ 
ers that such an offer would 
likely overwhelm them, but 
they insisted. 

About the only thing that 
draws a bigger crowd than 
free food is free beer, and sure 
enough the place was over¬ 
run. The owners soon stopped 
honoring the coupon, which 
inflamed the crowd to the 
point that the police had to be 
called. 

Each of these examples 

— and I could go on for pages 

— validates my belief in the 
awesome power of what we 
do, even if that power deliv¬ 
ers results that are a bit over¬ 
whelming. 

Or come with unintended 
consequences.

The Solanaceae family 
(known commonly as night¬ 
shade) is one of my favorites.

Did you know that beans do 
well with corn, thrive when 
grown with carrots, but they 
hate onions? Peas hate them, 
too.

potatoes, but not tomatoes, 
beans or strawberries. 

Carrots love tomatoes and 
lettuce, but don’t want to be 
anywhere near dill. Potatoes 
grow well with beans and corn, 
but they can’t stand pumpkins, 
melons, tomatoes, squash or 
cucumbers. Radish gets along 
with most all of the families, 
except it cannot abide its 
brother, the cabbage.

Judge-executive vows 
to'get to bottom of this'

Taxpayers are footing the 
bill for phone lines that coun¬ 
ty employees not only don’t 
need, but ones they don’t use 
and perhaps don’t know even 
exist. 

That’s the consensus follow¬ 
ing last Tuesday night’s meet¬ 
ing of the Anderson County 
Fiscal Court following a pitch 
by a pair of salesmen from 
a company trying to get the 
county to use their service. 

The meeting turned into 
somewhat of a bash-fest 
against the county’s current 
phone service provider, AT&T, 
which has been unresponsive 
to several requests to elimi¬ 
nate phone lines not needed, 
county officials said. 

The bash-fest continued 
after the meeting, with Judge- 
Executive John Wayne Con¬ 
way saying that AT&T simply 
isn’t willing to work with the 
county. 

“We’re getting nowhere 
with them,” Conway said 
Monday afternoon. 

The company making the 
pitch, Lightyear Network 
Solutions, is based in Ken¬ 
tucky and has saved other 
county government opera¬ 


tions thousands on phone and 
internet services. 

They claimed that just 
based on the phone numbers 
they’ve examined, they could 
save the county over $7,700 
each year. 

Part of their presentation 
included a partial list of phone 
numbers they had obtained 
through the county’s myriad 
of phone bills that range from 
the judge-executive’s office to 
EMS. 

While the salesmen spoke, 
EMS Director Bart Powell used 
his cell phone to call a num¬ 
ber on that list that is assigned 
to EMS. Powell interrupted the 
presentation, and said that a 
message on that number said 
it’s out of service. 

The salesman stopped, and 
pointed out that out of service 
or not, that number appears 
on the county’s October phone 
bill. 

Conway was clearly frus¬ 
trated, as were magistrates. He 
said Powell and Deputy Judge- 
Executive Cheryl Peach have 
met at least twice with AT&T 
representatives, to no avail. 

“They tell us they’re going 
to do something, but it never 
gets done,” Powell said. 

“You’re just a small fish in 
their ocean,” said salesman 
Chris Hill, who added that he 
had worked with Montgomery 
County and determined it had 
been overbilled by $80,000. 


“I don’t appreciate pay¬ 
ing for something we’re not 
using,” Conway said. “We will 
get to the bottom of this.” 

On Monday, Conway 
said his office has since met 
again with the salesmen, and 
expects to have complete 
details on the county’s phone 
system when the fiscal court 
meets again Dec. 6. 

Zoning amended 

Magistrates put to rest the 
debate over how many homes 
a developer can build on prop¬ 
erty he owns off Harry Wise 
Road by adopted a recom¬ 
mended change to its zoning 
rules. 

Now, property owners can 
build homes on 1 acre lots 
of land zoned Al, provided 
public sewer is available. The 
zoning designation previously 
required 2-acre lots. 

The issue surfaced recently 
when developer Larry Cann 
attempted to have a 16-acre 
tract of land rezoned from 
A2 to Al, which would have 
allowed him to build approxi¬ 
mately 16 homes. 

That drew the ire of neigh¬ 
boring landowners who were 
concerned about traffic and 
the impact on their rural set¬ 
ting.

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Anderson County school district shows improvement in audit

If Anderson County Schools spent 
like they did last year, Auditor Denise 
Keen said, the district would have been 
broke. 

But according to the 2010-2011 audit 
report presented at Monday’s board 
meeting, the district increased its 
general fund revenue by $253,401, a 
definite improvement from last year’s 
deficit of $1.1 million. 

The school’s contingency fund, $1.5 
million, showed positive growth at 4.2 
percent, as opposed to last year’s 2.3 
percent. 

This year, Keen said, the focus was 
on reconciling fixed assets and con¬ 
struction projects. 

“Our fixed assets are balanced to the 
penny this year,” she said. 

This audit wasn’t without its hic¬ 


cups, however. 

The board paid $212,000 from the 
general fund to cover overspending 
regarding several federal and state 
grant awards received in previous 
years. 

At the end of every year, Mitchell 
said, each department is responsible for 
making sure the ending balance of its 
budget matches the state and federal 
funding it will receive. 

But with several state and federal 
grant awards, district personnel bud¬ 
geted for grant money that no longer 
existed, she said, an oversight found by 
Keen this year in the audit. 

“If it had been caught early on, 
you wouldn’t have to use the general 
fund,” Keen said, mentioning that the 
increased expenses could have been 
assigned to another budget, rather 
than covered by the general fund. 

Keen also expressed her concern 


about the board’s decision not to buy 
school buses for the last year, stating 
the increasing cost of school buses, 
almost $100,000 per vehicle. 

“At some point, you’re going to take 
a large hit because those buses haven’t 
been replaced,” she said. 

Keen said of the six school districts 
she’s audited, Anderson County Schools 
is the only district not to raise taxes. 

But in order to replace lost SEEK 
federal funding, cover possible increas¬ 
es in pension costs and pay for salary 
step increases for teachers, Keen said, 
the board may need to consider raising 
taxes. 

“If you don’t raise taxes, there are 
going to be some cuts,” Keen said. 

It’s not unusual to have findings, or 
errors in procedure, at the school level, 
she said, and Anderson County was no 
exception. 

Last year, the audit reported 23 find¬ 


ings across the district. This year there 
was a slight improvement, with the 
2010-2011 audit reporting 17 findings. 

Emma B. Ward and Saffell Street 
Elementary were the only two schools 
to report no findings. 

“As superintendent, I’m very pleased 
with the savings we’ve made,” Mitchell 
said. 

Other business 

The Early Childhood Center con¬ 
struction will finish ahead of schedule, 
Alliance representative Jeff Wells 
reported at the board meeting. 

Wells said he expected the center, to 
be named the Ezra B. Sparrow Early 
Childhood Center, to wrap up construc¬ 
tion at the end of January or the first 
part of February.

man, he was a Christian man. 
He was everybody’s friend.” 

Harold Coulter, who attend¬ 
ed Sand Spring Baptist Church 
with Birdwhistell for more 
than 40 years, said he guessed 
Birdwhistell, a “fine, Christian 
man,” would have liked oth¬ 
ers to remember him through 
the organizations Birdwhistell 
contributed his time to. 

“I think his request would 
be Gideon’s Bibles and the 
church building fund. That 
would be my guess,” Coulter 
said. 

The Rev. Mike Hamrick, 
pastor of Sand Spring Baptist 
Church, made a record 18 
visits to shut-in congregation 
members in one day with 
Birdwhistell, the most visits 
Hamrick said he’s ever made. 
Hamrick said Birdwhistell 
frequently came with him 
to visit with those unable to 
come to church. 

“He just loved to go out and 
visit people,” Hamrick said of 
Birdwhistell, who joined Sand 
Spring Baptist Church in 1934. 

In his message to those 
gathered at Birdwhistell’s 
funeral, Hamrick described 
Birdwhistell as someone who 
was greatly honored and 
respected during his life. 

“There has never been a 
more honest politician, a more 


faithful church member, a 
more loyal friend, or a more 
loving husband and father 
than Julian Birdwhistell,”’ 
Hamrick said in his message. 

Birdwhistell wasn’t the kind 
of person who would brag 
about himself, Hamrick said. 

“He was a humble person, 
though, but he was definitely 
worthy of all the good things 
we’ve said about him,” he said. 

Granddaughter remembers 
'Grackie Bird' 

Kelly Carr, granddaughter 
of Julian Birdwhistell, remem¬ 
bered her grandfather as 
“Grackie Bird” in her eulogy: 

“This man you knew as 
Julian Birdwhistell; we knew 
him as Grackie Bird. 

Yes, we sometimes get 
strange looks when we call 
him that. He probably did 
too, but he never seemed to 
mind. The story goes that my 
lovely grandmother, Irene, 
had grandiose ideas of what 
his grandchildren should call 
Julian. When I was just a little 
tyke, she tried to get me to call 
him “GrandDaddy Bird.” As 
you can imagine, that was a 
mouthful for a young one, and 
when I tried, it came out as 
“Grackie Bird.” And that name 
stuck! 

There are several things 
we wanted to share with you 
about Grackie Bird: 

1. We couldn’t take him any¬ 
where without him talking to 


people he knew! 

We couldn’t go out to eat, 
to a store, or anywhere in this 
county without him getting 
into a big, friendly conversa¬ 
tion with someone. Someone 
was always coming up to him, 
shaking his hand, asking how 
he was, big smiles on their 
faces. 

While we stood there and 
waited and waited. It’s all your 
all’s fault, you know. You guys 
treated him so well, it’s like he 
was a local celebrity. 

Of course, it could’ve been 
the politician in him too! Good 
thing he was a humble man 
because he sure got a lot of 
attention here in Lawrence- 
burg. 

And we thank you. What a 
tribute to the man he was. 

2. He was a servant. 

Whether he was going with 
Brother Mike to call on people 
from church or handing out 
Gideon Bibles or even doing 
his part by eating at the Ruri- 
tan fish fry (what a sacrifice!), 
my grandfather was always 
serving the community. 

He was fair and kind, treat¬ 
ing everyone as he wanted to 
be treated. I guess that’s why 
everyone loved him so much! 
He showed integrity in what 
he did. 

Every summer I got to 
spend a few nights at Granny 
and Grackie Bird’s house. And 
I’d get so excited when he’d 
take me to his county clerk 
office. I loved seeing him work. 


He was so good with people. I’d 
pretend to be him: I sat in the 
swivel chair at his desk, took 
a piece of Anderson County 
stationery, stamped a bunch of 
things and signed my name. I 
pretended my signature was 
important, just like my Grack¬ 
ie Bird’s! 

3. He loved his family. 

His wife, his children, his 

grandkids, his great grandkid 
were all important to him. 

Although his two kids did 
test his patience every once in 
a while. For example, he was a 
teeny bit frustrated: 

• the time Kay wrecked my 
dad’s car into the house. 

• Or the time my dad cut 
down a tree without asking at 
the Sand Spring Elementary 
School because it was in his 
way when he was playing ball. 

• Or when Kay ran through 
the entire house with a punc¬ 
tured spray paint can and 
everything was painted red, 
causing my grandfather to 
repaint walls and refurbish 
floors. 

• Or when my dad tried to 
make Grackie Bird eat green 
beans (which Grackie hated). 
In reply, Grackie Bird rapped 
my dad’s knuckles with a but¬ 
ter knife. 

Yes, those times would 
have tried the patience of any 
father. But truly, Grackie sup¬ 
ported all of us and came to 
everything we did. He believed 
in us. 

4. Finally, he was a man of 


big faith. 

I have two very vivid mem¬ 
ories of Grackie Bird. 

The first was seeing he and 
Granny in church. I remem¬ 
ber visiting this church many 
times growing up. Truth be 
told, I can’t recall a single 
specific word ever preached 
from the pulpit — I was more 
interested in getting Velamints 
from Grackie Bird’s pocket. 

But what I do remember is 
this: worshiping God was 
important to my grandfather. 

The second picture I recall 
is Grackie and Granny Bird 
reading their Bibles before 
they went to bed each night. 
No matter [what] happened 
in their day, Grackie would 
turn off the TV and read from 
God’s Word. When we went 
into the house this week, there 
was his Bible, sitting beside 
his recliner. I could see how 
important it was to spend time 
in God’s Word, learning about 
God and from God. 

These are lessons that will 
never leave our hearts! 

You know each time we 
saw Grackie Bird, he always 
loved to make us laugh with 
his favorite joke. When it was 
time to leave, he’d tell us, 

“Glad you got to see me!” 

And I say on behalf of the 
entire family, “Yes, Grackie 
Bird, the pleasure is all ours!”

Middle school students raise money 
to assist their pen pals in Kenya

In Kenya, the typical school classroom con¬ 
sists of just dirt floors and desks. 

No computers, no tile hallways. 

For the students in Elizabeth Mills’ sixth 
grade class at Anderson Middle School, this 
came as a shock as they corresponded via letter 
with Kenyan students practicing their English. 

Mills started the 8,000-mile letter corre¬ 
spondence between Kentucky and Kenyan 
students after connecting with her friend, Alex 
Elliot, who taught in Kenya for four and a half 
months following graduation. 

Mills said she thought the letter correspon¬ 
dence would be a great way to get the kids to 
learn more about the Kenyan people. 

“It’s really helped the kids become more 
aware of other cultures,” Mills said. 

Not only did the students become aware of 
the culture, but they became aware of their 
pen pals’ struggle with famine and need in their 
native country. 

Ally Wells, one of the students in Mills’ class, 


suggested that the Explorer sixth grade team 
begin collecting loose change to donate to the 
Tumaini orphanage and school, where their pen 
pals attended. 

The students collected more than $150 in 
three weeks of gathering loose change, and 
some, according to Mills, don’t want to stop. 

She said the students will continue to collect 
money throughout the year for Tumaini Miles 
of Smiles. 

Students will vote on where the money is 
applied, such as tuition, field trips funds, uni¬ 
forms, a new library or Christmas presents. 

“I thought it was important that the kids took 
ownership in the money, because it makes it 
more important to them,” Mills said. 

Although this is the first time Mills has had 
her students correspond with others across the 
globe, it isn’t the last. 

“I hope to keep in correspondence with the 
school in Africa, and with Alex, and do what¬ 
ever I can,” Mills said.

Idolatry is basically 
the idea of placing 
faith in things created 
by man rather than 
things created by God.

It’s easy to place faith 
in our own accom¬ 
plishments, our fine 
homes, jobs, cars — perhaps even 


our giant church buildings. 

This, however, is idolatry. In 
David Platt’s book “Radical,” he 
describes the modern church as 
having come to rely on profes¬ 
sionals, programs and property 
(buildings) to spread the gospel, 
none of which are scriptural. 

When the people of Judah 
forsook God and began to wor¬ 
ship other gods, Jeremiah 1:16 
tells us, “I will declare my judg¬ 
ments against them, for all their 
evil in forsaking me. They have 
made offerings to other gods and 
worshiped the works of their own 
hands.” 

How fundamental is this to our 
own relationship with God? What 


exact role does he play in our life 
and how much faith do we place 
in him? Is God the center of your 
life? 

Here’s a quandary: Who do you 
worship, God or your television? 
How many hours do you spend a 
day watching TV? 

How many hours (if any) do 
you spend time praying or read¬ 
ing the Bible? 

These are tough questions (for 
myself included). 

We don’t consider television a 
god, but do we not often treat it 
like an “idol?”

In a movie that I was watching recently one of the actors 
speaking to another said, “I understand that you got 
religion . ” I have also heard on the radio and even read in 
newspapers this idea of “getting religion.” I thought 
about that statement and wondered if it could be found in 
the Bible? As I researched the thought, I could not find 
where anyone told anybody to get religion. 

I found by searching the Bible that the term “religion” 
appears in the New Testament only five times and out of 
that five time three has reference to the religion of the 
Jews (Acts 25:5; Galatians 1:13, 14). The other two 
times are found in James 1:26, 27 and speaks of empty 
(vain) and pure religion; making a contrast between the 
two. 

If my research is true and I believe it to be; the word 
“religion” is never found in the Bible to describe 
something that one can “get.” Therefore I concluded that 
religion is something that one practices, not something 
that one “gets.” 

If one is going to be saved and therefore be righteous he 
will do the will of God. In answer to the question, “What 
must we do in order to be saved? Peter said, “Repent and 
be baptized every one of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins” (Acts 2:38). About 3000 were 
saved on that day and not a single one “Got Religion.”

Administrator cherishes 
championship moments 


B efore she left the football field at 
Conner High School last Friday 
night, Bridget Wells had to add a 
little to her memorabilia collection. 

An assistant principal at Anderson 
County, Wells stepped away 
from the large gathering of 
football family members, 
friends and well-wish¬ 
ers then reached into the 
same end zone where the 
Bearcats had scored the 
winning touchdown in the 
regional championship 
game a few minutes before. 

She simply grabbed a 
few blades of grass. 

White grass, at that. 

“I made sure I got some 
out of the A.’ in that end 
zone,” Wells said, referring to the large 
block letter in the word “Cougars” 
painted in the end zone. 

No chin straps. And, heaven knows, 
no one in Anderson’s official party 
would try to sneak off with one of the 
yard markers or pylons. 

“I have a shadow box with something 
from all of our regional champion¬ 
ships,” Wells said. 

And Friday, she added grass. 

Simple. Living. And most of all, 
resilient, just like the Anderson County 
football team that appeared to have 
one foot in the season’s graveyard at 
halftime only to rally from nine-point 
deficits twice in the second half. 

A former athlete herself - Wells was 
quite a high school basketball player 
at Mercer County - Wells moved into 
administration several years ago after 
teaching English and Journalism at 
Anderson. She was one of the Bearcats’ 
and Lady Bearcats’ biggest fans long 
before her role as an assistant principal 
required her to be at many athletic 
events. 

Wells and the rest of the school’s 
administration were at Conner last 
week, embracing players and coaches 
alike on the school’s first-ever regional 
football title. “It is just so exciting to be 
a part of it,” Wells said. 

Most of the time, it is exciting for 
a teacher or administrator simply 
because they know the kids playing the 
sport. If you are around someone long 
enough, you want them to succeed. 

But a veteran like Wells has also seen 
the growth of Anderson football from a 
program that seemed content to simply 
make the state playoffs to one that is 
knocking on the door of a berth in the 
state Class 5A championship game. 

She was around the school when 
Anderson called a press conference in 
December, 2004, to announce it had 
hired a recently unemployed small col¬ 
lege football coach to return Anderson 
football to a place of prominence. 

And, almost from day one, she has 
witnessed an incredible job Mark Peach 
has done in coaching his alma mater. 

“I wasn’t at the press conference 
because I was still teaching then,” Wells 
said Friday. “Coach Peach brings a posi¬ 
tive attitude to both the football pro¬ 
gram and the entire school. He seems to 
enjoy every day at the school.” 

Having a good time is cerainly a part 
of a positive attitude, but only a small 
one. It also entails a can-do attitude and 
a refusal to give up in the face of adver¬ 
sity. 

Those traits were the most promi¬ 
nent part of the game for Anderson. 

The Bearcats fought back, then fought 
back some more. 

“It is just so exciting,” Wells said. 

Few would disagree.

HEBRON - They really 
are a Band of Brothers, this 
Anderson County football 
team. 

And they showed it Fri¬ 
day night when on the big¬ 
gest stage of the year, going 
on the road against a formi¬ 
dable opponent, Anderson 
somehow prevailed, 31-30, to 
bring home the school’s first 
ever regional championship. 

The record will show 
that it was receiver Matt 
Sprague hauling in a 7-yard 
touchdown pass from quar¬ 
terback Seth Carmichael 
for the region-winner with 
43.6 seconds to go. But it was 
fitting that another senior, 
kicker Bill Rose, who actu¬ 
ally scored the winning 
point when he drilled the 
extra point. 

Just a little thing that is 
often taken for granted. 

Rose has now hit 55 of 56 
extra points this year. 

And it became the 
game-winner after the 
Bearcats had blocked an 
extra point on Conner’s first 
touchdown. “Without that 
blocked extra point, we are 
probably going into over¬ 
time,” Anderson coach Mark 
Peach said. “All of those 
little things add up.” 

The little things are why 
the Bearcats now own the 
Class 5A, Region 3 champi¬ 
onship and will be hosting 
Region 4 winner, Pulaski 
Southwestern in the state 
semi-final game Friday 
night. Kickoff is set for 7:30 
p.m. 


Little things. They came 
up big for Anderson at Con¬ 
ner, a traditional northern 
Kentucky power that had 
turned heads by putting 
up 84 points on Franklin 
County the week before. 
Sprague’s winning catch 
was his first touchdown 
grab of the season. A senior 
who played much of the 
year wearing a cast on a 
broken right hand, Sprague 
emerged out of a flood of 


Anderson receivers to give 
Carmichael a wide-open 
target. 

Carmichael, the leading 
passer in the state 5A, threw 
for only 94 yards at Conner, 
but shone when things were 
most dim. After having a 
third down pass to Blake 
Curtsinger knocked away 
on a tremendous effort by 
Conner’s Cody Huff, Car¬ 
michael calmly threaded 
the fourth-and-4 pass to

“I thought Blake was 
open,” Carmichael said, “but 
when their guy made that 
play, it sort of sucked the air 
out of us for a second.

The call was for the 
Bearcats to send so many 
receivers out that Conner 
would somehow leave one 
open. Sprague was the man. 

“We sent Ethan (Kelly) in

KHSAA proposes new 
soccer alignment

Soccer postseason could undergo a significant 
change starting next year, as new district and 
regional soccer alignments for each of the state’s 
16 regions were drafted by the KHSAA Board of 
Control at its regular November meeting. The soc¬ 
cer alignment is the latest as the KHSAA Board of 
Control continues to revise team sports alignments 
using the current adopted basketball alignment as a 
model, according to a news release. 

The proposed plan, submitted to member schools 
for feedback, would begin in the 2012-13 school year 
and revamp the composition of the 16 regions. The 
reasoning for this is to allow for future growth in 
districts where soccer is in its infancy, or schools 
that plan to start soccer programs. While some 
districts may appear to have stark differences in 
the number of teams, the difference is not as great 
because some schools currently field only a boys’ 
squad or a girls’ squad, the news release said. 

“Obviously there are different numbers of teams 
in each region and in many cases, differing num¬ 
bers of districts within regions. This is necessary as 
soccer continues to be a developing sport in terms of 
school participation,” Commissioner Julian Tackett 
explained in a letter to the state school administra¬ 
tors. 

Anderson County has competed in Region 13, 
District 25 since 2004. Other members of that dis¬ 
trict are Frankfort, Franklin County, Owen County, 
Western Hills and Woodford County. Under the new 
alignment, Anderson’s district rivals would be Col¬ 
lins, Shelby County and Spencer County, just as in 
basketball, baseball and softball. 

According to the current draft, the new soccer 
alignment would be projected for 2012-13. The final 
decision will be made at the KHSAA Board of Con¬ 
trol meeting on Jan. 25,2012.

Thanksgiving Day opener looks promising for waterfowl season 


From staff reports 

Excellent breeding condi¬ 
tions this past year in the 
northern Prairie region and 
Canada should mean produc¬ 
tive hunting for the opening 
of duck season Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day according to a news 
release from the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources. 

“Every population of every 
species but widgeon are hold¬ 
ing their own or up big time ,” 


Brunjes recommends hunt¬ 
ers scout potential areas for 
duck use before setting up to 
hunt. 

Croplands, especially from 
west-central Kentucky to the 
Mississippi River, are spotty 
as well from this past spring’s 
flooding. “They can be good or 
they can be incredibly bad,” 
Brunjes explained. ‘There was 
water on some of those fields 
into June and July.” 

Farm ponds could be the 


saving grace for duck hunters 
this fall. “Ponds have strong 
potential to be extremely 
good this season,” Brunjes said. 
“Look for the ponds ducks are 
using right now and try to get 
permission to hunt there.” 

Goose season should be 
productive as well. Population 
surveys conducted last spring 
showed the highest number 
of nesting geese in Kentucky 
ever recorded. The numbers 
of migrant geese that travel 


through Kentucky remain 
about the same. 

Canada geese are big, loud 
birds, so pay attention over the 
next week to areas where they 
congregate. Many landowners 
with numbers of geese using 
their property will grant per¬ 
mission to hunt them because 
they can become a nuisance. 
“Don’t be afraid to ask permis¬ 
sion,” Brunjes said. “You’ll be 
surprised how many will let 
you hunt.” 


Duck season opens in all 
zones Nov. 24 and closes Nov. 
27. Duck season opens again 
Dec. 5 and closes for good on 
Jan, 29,2012. Goose season 
opens Nov. 23 in all zones but 
the Northeastern Goose Zone 
where the season opens Jan. 1, 
2012. Goose season closes Jan. 
31,2012 in all zones.

Team features 
5A's leading rusher

It is hard to imagine a team 
with an interim head coach 
making the semifinals of the 
state football playoffs. 

Meet Southwestern, the 
team that will be trying to end 
Anderson County’s season on 
Friday night. 

A solid program since the 
school was formed out of 
Pulaski County High School 
19 years ago, Southwestern 
has flourished after Andy 
Stephens took over when Dale 
Anderson, the only coach the 
school had ever had, stepped 
down during the season. 

All Stephens has done is 
lead the Warriors on a nine- 
game winning streak and a 
somewhat improbable spot in 
Class 5A semifinals. The War¬ 
riors come in at 10-3, a school 
record for victories in a season. 

And, like Anderson, the 
Warriors just won the school’s 
first regional title. 

“It speaks very highly of 
the character of the players 
and the coaches there,” Ander¬ 
son coach Mark Peach said of 
Southwestern’s success after 
the coaching change. “Coach 
Stephens has done a fantastic 
job.” 

Last week, Southwestern 
might have earned the biggest 
victory in school history when 
the Warriors defeated Harlan 
County, 28-21 in overtime. 

“When we were practicing 
this summer, we knew we had 
a lot of talent and were very 
athletic,” Stephens told the 
Somerset Commonwealth- 


Journal after beating Harlan 
County. “We knew we had the 
potential to be good, we just 
had to come together as a team 
and start doing the things that 
we needed to do win. We knew 
we that we had the pieces 
needed to be successful.” 

Warriors’ quarterback Zach 
Turpin hit Alan Williams with 
scoring pass on Southwestern’s 
first play in overtime. Harlan 
County then fumbled on its 
possession, giving Southwest¬ 
ern the victory. 

Ironically, Turpin threw just 
seven passes, completing four, 
for 107 yards against Harlan 
County. 

“They do a great job of run¬ 
ning the football and mixing 
in some play-action as well,” 
Peach says. Senior running 
back Dustin Powell ran for 141 
yards and a touchdown on 28 


carries against Harlan County. 
Powell is the leading runner in 
Class 5A, amassing 2,549 yards 
on the ground. 

Williams can run at either 
receiver or quarterback when 
the Warriors go to the Wildcat 
formation while Latrell Wil¬ 
son is also a solid receiver and 
good kick returner, according 
to Peach. Both are seniors as 
well. 

Senior lineman Rob Lewis 
(6-foot-4,278 lbs.) will play all 
over the field. 

The teams have two com¬ 
mon opponents so far, which 
sheds little light on things. 
Southwestern routed Marion 
County 49-21 in the third 
game of the season while 
Anderson needed a late touch¬ 
down to put the Knights away 
42-33 in the regular-season 
finale. 


Southwestern beat Lincoln 
County 35-23 late in the regu¬ 
lar season while Anderson 
routed the Patriots 42-7 in the 
second week of the season. 

The teams have met just 
once in history, in the 1994 
Appalachian Bowl at Clay 
County. In that one, Ander¬ 
son blocked a late punt for a 
safety to win. 

And even though Stephens 
is running the show now, 

Peach says the Warriors are 
very similar to the South¬ 
western teams he faced in 
2001 and 2002 while coaching 
at Dunbar. Peach won both of 
those contests but not without 
a fight. Dunbar won those con¬ 
tests 28-27 and 28-25, both at 
Southwestern. 

“Both of those were great 
games,” Peach said. “South¬ 
western hasn’t changed too

HEBRON - Anderson County receiver 
Matt Sprague could not have picked a better 
time to grab his first touchdown of the year. 

The senior leaped to pull down Seth Carmi¬ 
chael’s pass in the Conner end zone with 43.6 
seconds left tie the regional championship 
game. Classmate Bill Rose nailed the extra 
point for the regional crown. 

Not only did Sprague get mobbed by his

as time expired. 

“That was great defense by 
Ethan,” Peach said. “We teach 
the kids when they are knock¬ 
ing a pass away, bat it down. 
Don’t tip it up.” 

It was little things like 
Spencer Ruggles getting pres¬ 
sure on Barker to upset the 
timing on the final heave. 
Barker’s pass was a high arc, 
giving Kelly plenty of time to 
defend. 

Ruggles had intercepted a 
pass on Conner’s first drive, 
setting up Kelly’s first touch¬ 
down. “Coach (Duane) Ham¬ 
mons had a great call on that 
play,” Ruggles said. 

It was Chris Fitzpatrick giv¬ 
ing a perfect snap for Blake 
Curtsinger’s perfect hold on 
Rose’s decisive extra point. 

It was taking three Conner 
turnovers and turning them 
into 17 points, while three 
Anderson fumbles only result¬ 
ed in a field goal for Conner’s 
Stephen Dunaway. 

“That is what I am so proud 
of. We have had some big wins 
at home but we have never 
had a playoff win on the road,” 
Peach said of the Bearcats 
since he became head coach at 
his alma mater in 2005. 

Anderson had only won two 
road playoff games in history, 
the last coming 20 years ago at 
Middlesboro. 

“I am so proud of the guys 
for hanging in there until the 
end,” Peach said. 

It was one of the lessons 
Peach had tried to instill when 
he instituted the idea of the 
team adopting the “Band of 
Brothers” theme, in honor 
of Easy Company from the 
Army’s 101st Airborne Divi¬ 
sion in World War II. 

Some might have originally 


questioned the move, wonder¬ 
ing if putting a war theme on 
football might be too much. 
Others may have seen the slo¬ 
gan as simply a motivational 
ploy. 

But from Day One, Peach 
had reminded his team that 
football is no comparison to 
warfare. Yet he felt the team 
could honor those who have 
fought for the country by tak¬ 
ing on an attitude of sacrifice 
and teamwork. 

And never giving up. 

“This group is tight,” 
Sprague’s father, Jeff Sprague, 
said. “They just do everything 
together. Matt, Seth and Ethan 
started playing together in rec 


league football in the third 
grade.” 

Friday, Anderson County’s 
Band of Brothers hung on 
despite being dominated in the 
first half. Conner had rolled to 
210 yards while Anderson had 
only 52. Yet the Bearcats were 
somehow within striking dis¬ 
tance, trailing just 23-14. 

“We had only run 16 plays 
(actually 15) in the first half,” 
Peach marveled. 

“That was because Conner 
is a quality team, but we had 
turnovers in the first half and 
they recovered a pooch kick¬ 
off. That is two possessions 
you should have but don’t get.” 

After Kelly’s score on 


Anderson’s first offensive play, 
Barker returned the favor, 
scoring from 21 yards out with 
6:40 to go. On Conner’s next 
possession, Barker punctuated 
a 75-yard march with a 16-yard 
run. The sensational sopho¬ 
more finished with 111 yards 
on 23 carries to lead Conner. 

Conner extended the lead 
when Dunaway nailed a field 
goal from 31 yards to make it 
16-7. But Kelly responded with 
a 2-yard run after the Bearcats 
recovered a fumble at the 
Conner 13. 

Less than two minutes 
later, Cameron Fogle showed 
why Conner had become so 
explosive, racing 37 yards for 


a score that made it 23-14 and 
appeared to put Anderson in a 
deep hole. 

“”We just kept putting our 
defense in bad position,” Peach 
said. “At halftime, we had the 
kids do some yoga breath¬ 
ing techniques, breathing in 
through your mouth and out 
through your nose.” 

Carmichael suggested that 
he and his teammates were 
surprised by the move. “At 
first, we thought it was kind 
of funny,” he said, “but the 
coaches were just wanting us 
to relax.” 

The Bearcats got back in it 
when Granville Hayes scooped 
up Kelly’s fumble and just 
made it to the end zone mid¬ 
way through the third quar¬ 
ter. “It bounced right to me,” 
Hayes said. 

The Bearcats took the lead 
when Rose connected on a 
field goal with 9:36 to go. 

But on the following play, 
Fogle took a reverse 70 yards 
for a touchdown. 

That put Conner up 30-24 
with just over nine minutes to 
play. 

There was not the first 
hint of panic or worry on the 
Bearcat sideline. 

“I looked at the clock and 
thought we had plenty of 
time,” Fitzpatrick said. 

The Bearcats had time, but 
no superstars. No panic, just 
finish the job. 

With a large throng of 
Bearcat supporters making the 
two-hour drive to cheer them 
on, Anderson County’s Band 
of Brothers made history last 
Friday. 

But for this Band of Broth¬ 
ers, it was simply a step toward 
the ultimate goal. 

The state championship 
mission is still unfinished.
